Skimpy Reporting of Talk 
Jiy Mien Dulles Deplored

J-^ASHiNO^N, Aug. 23.- The Un:it;d States gOvemrhdnt 
; is sometimes at a disadvantage in the propaganda battle with 
t $ie Soviets. While the press o this country, which reaches the 
f . American people recently gavV columns upon columns of news 
; about the Powers trial, no comparable coverage has been given 
to pne of the most important pronounce- 
ments iust made by a spokesman for the 
American government who dealt with Some 
of the basic issues involved in that trial. 

Thus. Allen W. Dulles, 'head of the Cen- 
( tral inte 111 eence Agency, which has been 
under attack by the Russians, happened to 
make a speech before the annual convention 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars in Detroit 
on Monday night of ihis week. The teat of 
the speech was given out late that after- 
noon. But the morning papers of the next 
day printed only a brief version as con- 
densed by he press services. 

It is h ost unfort mate that the Amer- 
ican press services did not distribute the 
"full text of a speech such as Allen Dulles 
delivered. He is probably the best informed 
f man In America on what goeT on behind the Iron Ctirtalri. He 
is a non-political appointee. He himself has said that, (luring 
, the ten years he'has been with the Central Intelligence Agency, 
; a “mountain of hard evidence on communist intrigue’* has 
passed over his desk.
